Genesis 2:17 But of the tree of the knowledge of good 
and evil, thou shalt not eat of it: for in the day that thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt surely die. 
3:4 And the serpent said unto the woman, Ye shall not 
surely die: 

Proverbs 14:12 There is a way which seemeth right 
unto a man, but the end thereof are the ways of death. 

Isaiah 52:10 The LORD hath made bare his holy arm in 
the eyes of all the nations; and all the ends of the earth 
shall see the salvation of our God. 
53:5 But he was wounded for our transgressions, he was 
bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement of our peace 
was upon him; and with his stripes we are healed.

3:24 Being justified freely by his grace through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus: 



3:25 Whom God hath set forth to be a propitiation 
through faith in his blood, to declare his righteousness 
for the remission of sins that are past, through the 
forbearance of God; 

5:6 For when we were yet without strength, in due time 
Christ died for the ungodly. 

5:7 For scarcely for a righteous man will one die: yet 
peradventure for a good man some would even dare to 
die. 

5:8 But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, 

while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 

5:9 Much more then, being now justified by his blood, we 

shall be saved from wrath through him. 

5:10 For if, when we were enemies, we were reconciled 

to God by the death of his Son, much more, being 

reconciled, we shall be saved by his life. 

5:1 1 And not only so, but we also joy in God through our 

Lord Jesus Christ, by whom we have now received the 

atonement. 

6:3 Know ye not, that so many of us as were baptized 

into Jesus Christ were baptized into his death? 

10:3 For they being ignorant of God's righteousness, and 

going about to establish their own righteousness, have 

not submitted themselves unto the righteousness of 

God. 

1 1 :26 And so all Israel shall be saved: as it is written, 
There shall come out of Sion the Deliverer, and shall turn 
away ungodliness from Jacob:
